How the Beef Trust People Prepared
for Cfficial Scrutiny.

METHUDS OF THE MEAT DARONS

Millionaire Packers and the Inconvenient
Eherman law.

THE LIFE ROMANCE OF A BIG MONOPOLY

Carcaco, March 16.—The Depariment
of Justice st Washington is after the “big
three.” A thorough overhauling of the
methods of the powerful meat combine is
about to be begun and recent occurrences
indicate that the combine is preparing
things accordinglr.

For vears the combine has bad its head-
quarters in Chicago. Its members are
Armour & Co. of Chicago, the Armour
Packing Company of Kansas City, the
Cudahy Packing Company of Omaha, Nel-
son Morris and Co. of Chicago, and the
house at St. Louis, and G. F. Swift & Co. of
Chicago. TUntil last May, G. H. Hammond
& Co., who slaughtered about 400,000 cattle
annnally, was a member of the trust. That
concern was finally sold to an English
svyndicate, The sale was followed br in-
ternal dissensions and a consequent de-
preciation of its securities Then it was
thrown out of the combine, the members of
which thought that it was powerless to harm
them by its opposition.

In addition to the Hammond Company,
whose outpnt by reason of its troubles has
been materially redoeed, there is only one
other dressed meat concern not in the com-
bine. That is the International Packing
Company, of whick T. E. Wells & Co. are
the owners.

The combine has Leen in existence in five
years. Tt has perfected its system so that
at present 1t has complely in its grasp the
States of Indiana, Michigan, Ohio, Penn-
svlvania, New York, the District of Colum-
bia and all the New Encland States

How the Nasiness Is Operatea,

Its aperation is as follows: A clearing
house with offices in the Montauk Block in
this city receives daily returas of the sales
of each member. Each member is entitled
fo a certain per cent. of all the money paid
fn. The members pay .40 cents per 100
pounds of meat sold. At the end of each
week the olearing house apportions the
total payments among the members accord-
ing to the percentage.

The clearing house is in the charge of
William M. White, who sits up aloft in his
obscure quarters, and with the aid ofa
couple of clerks dettly manipulates things
so that the members of the association
know just where to expend & few dollars so
that they will do the most good. In fuet,
he is the Secretary and Manager eombined
of this unique clearing house. Under his
waichful care the books have been kept.

The place that knew Mr. White, howerver,
knows him no longer. MHe has vanished
and even his name has disappeared from the
directory of the building. The only thing
1o indicate that he ocenpied quarters in the
block is the nawe “Willinm M. White" on
the office door. No one would suspect that
behind that modest door millionaires met in
solemn conclave and decided the fate of
some butcher in Olean, X. Y.,or down in
the rugged wilds ot Pennsylvania,

Last Saturday, it is sai® by knowing per-
sons, SBecretary White began to put out of
the way gll memoranda and books showing
the bistory of the combine and its doings,
8o that it might avoid undoe annovanee in
the inveetigation about to be started by the
Federal department of justice. “The fact
is," reports an investigator, “‘the books
were burned.”

Jts Method of Procedurs Is Simp’e,

The manager of the G. H. Hammond Com-
pany is now in London, and therefore could
not be seen in regard to the connection of
his company with the combine. Mr. Wells,
the President of T. E Wells & Co., was
asked for an account of the workings of the
trust and was free to explain how it had
tried to keep his concern out of Eastern
markets,

The method of Q‘rocedum, according to
the story of Mr. Wells, is simple. The
cities ana towns of the East and ..Eouth ure
divided into certain classes. Inatown of
10,000 or under one dressed-mmeat cooler is
built. *In this place but one of the combine
sells meat. In a eitv of 20,000 people two
members of the combine may enter. In
cities of 30,000 people or over three of the
combine are ];‘rivil to enter and take
the sealps of the local meat men. The long
line of scalps that dangles trom the ceiling
of the Montaunk clearing house is an evi-
dence of the discomfiture of the tenderfoot
butehers of the East.

The Geld has not been lefi entirely to the
combine, however, for T. E Wells & Co.
have proved a thorn in the *“Big Three's”
tides. They wonld make quiet arrange-
ments and sneak in a car or two of beet in
cities preoccupied by the combine. Then
would appear the fine Corsican hand of See-
retary White, Down would go the price of
beef a cent or two, and in some cases & drop
of 3 cents was made to remind Mr. Wells
that he was sn interloper, and that if he
wished to do business in competition with
the big butchers it must bent a loss. These
tacties have been systematically pursued.
In two cities only, mceording to its Presi-
dent, bave T. E Wells & Co., been driven
out—in Washington and in Wilkesbarre.
In the latter place a drop of 3 cents was
made, but & subsequent rise in price
made the combine whole again.

The Law Bearicg on the Case.

The Sherman act of July 2, 1890, which
was “an sct to protect trade commerce
against unlawful restraints,"’ provides that
every contract or combination in the form
of & trust or otherwise, or conspirsey in re-
siraint of trade or commerce among the
reveral States, is illegal, and every person
or eorporation entering into such & combins-
tion is guilty of a misdemeanor, and may be
rﬁnilhld by a fine of £5,000 or one year's

mprisonment, or both. Another section

wrovides that every person who shall
monopolize or attempt to monopolize, or
combine or conspire with any other person
or persons o monopalize any part of the
trade or commerce among the several States
or with foreign nations shall be deemed
guilty of 2 misdemeanor, and on convietion
?emni“, the property may be seized and
orfeited the same as any property imported
into the United States contrary to law.

Any person or corporation injured in
business may recoverd to the amount
of three times the extent of the injury.

T. E Wells & Co. are prevented by the
opposition of the combine from extend
its operations in the East, but the membere
of the “Big Three' are prompt to eut prices
the minute they are notified by theiragents
of an invoice of cattle from a rival honse,

_The total number of cattle killed in this
city, Kansas City and St. Louis annually is
over 2,500,000. Almost the entire product
is shipped to points east of Chicago, but
little of the amount going to the North and
Northwest. In the sections given over to
the “Big Three” the iocal butcher is but a
reminiscence. He has  bheen gradually
forced to buy of the combine, for ir he re-
fused to capitulate it could sell beef at a
price that meant starvation for him,

With facilities to make use of every sorap
of refuse, much of which is thrown away by
the local butcher, the members of the com-
bine have gradually absorbed the beef trade
and fixed prices to suit themselvek When
the combine has sold meat at a loss to erush
competition its members have divided the
loss. In some cazesa troubl buteh
has been paid to close his establishment.

Ment sellers Forced to Buy From Them.

In others the leading meat sellers have
been compelled by threat of opposition
markets to buy from the combine. By one
means or another the East and Bouth have
been covered by & network of coolers, and
the “Big Three"” have become the sutocrats
of the entire meat supply of those portions
of the country. control things in
Philadelphia, New Y’t;rk, Rochester and
New England. The few carloads sent there

by the International Packing Company
knock prices te::rourily. but when the
meat is dis up einmpl the rate again
and enough is gained by the incresse to
make up for the temporary disappearance
of profits, The object ai at is attained
—the packers not in the combine are forced
to zet out of the way.

While the clonds are thickening over the
heads of the big meat combination and the
wheels of the law are about tobe setin
motion agrinst it several of its members
have gone elsewhere. Nelson Morris ldtely
went to California for his health. His con-
dition, however, does not prevent his super-
vision of the construction of the new stock
vards near San Fravcisco G. F. Swift is
also out of the way of annoying investigat-
ing committees, as are most of the im
tant members of the business households of
Swift and Morris. Some are thought to be
in Florida, others in Mexico. There ap-

SOME MORE GUSHERS.

Three Wells Which Developed Re-
markable Powers Yesterday. -

OTHERS DUE IN THE SAND T0-DAY.

Synopsis of the Work Xow Being Done
" Shroughout the Field. :

PRODUCERS TO BUILD A NEW LINE

There was & bigger increase in the new
production of the McDonald field yesterday

than daring any day of the present year.

More wells were drilled deeper, and re-
sponded better than they have done at any
time during the last two months.

J. M. Guffey and Guffey & Queen’s No. 1,
on the Nancy Bell farm, which reached the
sand late Taesday night and started off at
50 barrels an hour was drilled deeper and

to 70 barrels an hour.

The No. 1 Jane Stewart, belonging to the
Forest Oil Company and J. M. Guffer,
which came in Sunday evening, was also
drilled deeper vesterday and its production
was incressed from 30 to 80 barrels an hour.

One of the most peculiar features of the
field which has been developed for a long
time oceurred at Hussler, Davis & Bott's
No. 2, on the Boyce farm in southwest Me-
Curdy. Nearly two weeks ago it was
drilled through the fifth sand, which
wes found tod be hard and dry and
almost devoid of oil. Yesterday they put
ina uart shot. Soon after they got the
shot off the well.began to flow and was soon
putting out 20 barrels an hour. Pebbles the
size of were dumped into the tank, and
the well gave every indication that it will
be a big producer. The supposition is that
the drill went throngh a hard spot in the
sand on the edge of a good pay streak which
was opened by the shot.

No Change In the Production.

The estimated production of the field yes-
terday was the same as the day before. The
en were taken before any of tie above
wells came in, and consequently they were
not counted in the gate.

The Mansfield Oil Companv was driiling
its well on the Davis lot at Willow Grove
deeper into the sand dyelterda'r. They struck
the sand Monday and got oil at the first bit.
The well has been tlowing since and is good
for about 250 barrelsaday. The sand is
getting better the deeper they go, and the
owners are confident that the well will pro-
duee from 400 to 500 barrels a day.

The Stenbenville Oil Company’s well on
the Boa'lot, in which a light pay wasstruck
in the hottom of the Gordon sand, was shot
yesterday and made a nice response.

J. M. Guffey & Co.'s No. 2 on the Johu
